Mr. Bennett divided his time 
between 1944 and 1947 in govern- 
ment work as Economic Adviser 
to the State Department’s Office 
of Far Eastern Affairs and as 
Chief of the China Division in the 
Foreign Liquidation Office. 

He had been treasurer and 
trustee of the China Foundation 
for the Promotion of Education 
and Culture.

Another Welcome Home 


When the Boys Come Marching Home after a shooting 
war, there is a great deal of fanfare on the part of an 
appreciative public. Far less dramatic will be the return 
to this country of thousands of National Guardsmen and 
Reserves called to duty only a year ago. 

It was in July of 1961 when the growing Berlin crisis 
caused President Kennedy to activate 155,000 ‘‘weekend 
warriors’ to beef up the American strength in Europe. 

The men were ordered to duty in October and in a very 
short time had been transported overseas. Air National 
Guardsmen and Reserves who were only a few weeks 
away from civilian activities were able to fly more than 
two hundred aircraft overseas to bases in France and 
Germany without loss of a single plane. 

These men reactivated closed down facilities in Europe 
and became front line soldiers almost overnight. 

Major General Donald W. McGowan, chief of the National 
Guard Bureau called the mobilization ‘‘the most success- 
ful in the history of the United States.”’ 

At the time, President Kennedy pointed out that the 
element of time in the growing Berlin crisis was so great 
that the country could not expend the time to train raw 
recruits sent from the Selective Service boards. Calling 
up the National Guard and the Reserves caused a great 
deal of hardship in some cases. 

At the outset, the ‘‘gripes’’ were far more publicized 
than was the general cooperation and willingness of the 


men called to active duty. 


A year has passed quickly. The National Guardsmen 
and Reserves will be sent back to their civilian employ- 


ment in a few more weeks. But the mobilization of a year 


ago proved many things. 


It was the first time in the history of the United States 
that the reserve forces were at a high enough level of 
readiness to represent an immediate show of force when 
they were called to active duty. 

As in all wars or threats of wars, Andover’s young men 
who are members of the National Guard and the Reserves 
contributed their share to the Nation’s cause. 

We salute them for a job well done. 


Around The World 


The name of Andover was very much in the news the 
past week. It was a case of the name being the same, for 
the big news was being made at Andover, Maine, which 
was the key land point for the first international televi- 


sion broadcasts. 


It’s always nice to hear the name of Andover, and it 
was heard a great deal through the broadcasting of the 
exciting accounts of the new Telstar satellite of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph company now orbiting 


the world. 


It was not only in the identity of names that Andover 
shared in this great undertaking. 

Many Andover residents who are employed at the big 
plant of the Western Electric company in North Andover 
used their skills to make the experimental project possi- 


ble. It was at the suburban 


plant that some of the most 


important elements of the new satellite were made, 

Quartz crystal made at the Western Electric plant is 
riding around the world inside the Telstar. This same 
crystal is being used at the tracking station at Andover, 


Maine. 


It is said that the flashing of television pictures be- 
tween the United States and Europe is one of the most 
important steps in communications since the laying of the 


Atlantic cable. 


When big events occur, some connection can generally 


be found to associate Andover with the undertaking.
